Regarding claims 1, 3 and 12, the phrase "or the like" renders the claim(s) 
indefinite because the claim(s) include(s) elements not actually disclosed (those 
encompassed by "or the like"), thereby rendering the scope of the claim(s) 
unascertainable. See MPEP § 2173.05(d).

Claims1-3 and 7-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Ballestrazzi et al. (EP Patent Publication 767,126). 

Ballestrazzi et al. show in Figure 4 a conveying device having a plurality of 
conveying elements 16 connected to chain box elements 34, the chain box elements 
are interconnected so as to allow for articulation between adjacent elements and at 
least some of the elements comprise the shown drive means for rotating the rollers. 

Re claim 2, shown are two rollers on each side of the chain box element. 

Re claim 3, there is al least some type of support. 

Re claim 7, all the rollers are powered. 

Re claim 8, one of these is present. 

Re claim 9, the rollers are identical. 

Re claim 1 0, one of these materials is present. 

Re claim 1 1 , one such surface as claimed must be present. 

Re claim 12, goods are handled.
